Nazareth is the one great ray of 
light, hope, faith, and inspiration 
in what, without that fact, would 
be a dark and gloomy world. • 


I do not mean to be pessimistic 


and ignore the joy and laughter, 
the happy relationships, the satis- 
factions of 
achievement, and all 


the pages of heroism and glorv 
that mark the history of man since 
the human race began. 


But if the grave is the end of it 


all. the joy and 
happiness 
are 


short-lived, and the glory, no mat- 
ter how great, is tarnished. The 
greater the 
life and 
the more 


splendid its achievement, the more 
startling-, and 
often 
the more 


tragic, is its coming to an end. 


When news came to the world of 


the sudden death of the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the shock to the 
nation was more than the passing 
of a foremost world figure.

"Back home, in the city where I 


worked, I had a pretty good job, 
arid .'a. iot of friends. The future 


• seemed all right. Nothing changed 


much. 


What happened to my friends 


pr--neighbors or the people I knew 
seemed 'very important and very 
close. 


The 
things 
that 
happened 


elsewhere -seemed a little 
more 


vague, a little less real. 


I guess a model citizen should 


be intensely interested in every- 
thing that happens anywhere. 
?I wouldn't know. I'm only try- 


ing to tell you how it was with 
me and what happened to me., 


Hard to React 


• Take the U. S. Supreme court, 
for example. 


It might make a decision that 


would deeply affect me and my 
neighbors back home and maybe 
change the course of our lives. 


I'd know it was important. I 


could see why. Still, it was hard 
for me to make it come alive. 


I had never seen the court, or 


the nine justices, and somehow 
what they did seemed remote even 
though it touched me. 


" Or take congress. Often I'd get 


confused or" angry trying to follow 
what it did day by day. I know 
now some of the anger was justi- 
fied. 


A n d w h e n 
congressmen 


wrangled, I'd say: "They're just 


like the politicians here at home.' 
And, of course, they are. 


So, a little numb to everything: 


that happened outside my own 
city or my own state, I came to 
Washington. I began to change. 


Get Wide Perspective 


I began to think in terms that 


were wider than the outskirts of 
a city or the borders of a state. 1 
couldn't help it. 


I wasn't here long before I had 


the tremendous sense of life that 
comes from being in the middle 
of action that is changing lives, 
my own included: 


The president, 
congress, 
the 


Supreme court, the government 
departments with their hundreds 
of thousands of people, and the 
whole thing moving, pulling, tug- 
ging, thinking, acting. 


Back home I had prejudices, the 


same my friends and neighbors 
lad.

with 
them. 


Some of them got softened up here 
or washed away.

But 
not mine.
